Portano barely escaped violence at 
the hands of the men who searched 
for him all day yesterday. 


W hen word reached Kell!her that 
Portano h:pl been captured by the 
sheriff, a group of heavily armed citi­ 
zens felled a telephone pole arrows 
th e road into th e to wn and awaited 
the sh* riff’s car. 
They were ready 
to mete out brief justice to the killer. 


Sheriff Johnson, driving th** 
car 
while three of his deputies guarded 
Portano. saw* the telephone pole In 
time and detoured. 
Sa* Vera I shots 
were fired after th** speeding captive 
cur, but none took eft* ct. 


Sheriff Johnson sped on to Bemidji 
and placed Portano in jail at mid­ 
night. 


Farmer Gray's Ruse 


To a farmer named Gray, living 
titre** m i b s north of Keliiher, goes 
the credit for P orta no’s capture. 


The killer appeared at his farm 
about 8:3 0 last night and fcftked for 
food. 
Gray fed hint and then

asked permission to stay all night. 
Gray suggested that It** go to the 
next farm and sleep in a nice warm 
barn.

Handers home, forced Myrtle to a c ­ 
com pany him, killed her mother and 
father, John Sanders, and

wait at the roadside tor Timmy and 
the marshal. 
The marshal, 
J. 
A. 
Wilson, came along first and 
died 
w ith a bullet th ro u g h his heart. L a t­ 
er Tim m y came along and he too was 
killed. 
Then P orta no took the little girl 
to his lumber camp and told her to 
sta y there. 
He wrote a note con­ 
fessing to the killings and called Dr 
M. Bone at Keliiher 
telling 
him 
where he would find the bodies of his 
victims.

heavily armed.

Mob Planned to H ang Portano 


Portano barely escaped violence at 
the hands of the men who searched 
for him all day yesterday. 


When word reached Kelliher that 
P ortano h:|d been captu red by the 
sheriff, a group of heavily armed citi­ 
zens felled a telephone pole across 
th e road into the town and awaited 
the sheriff’s car. 
They were ready 
to mete out brief justice to the killer. 


Sheriff Johnson, driving the 
car 
while three of his deputies guarded 
Portano, saw the telephone pole in 
time and detoured. 
Several shots 
were fired after the speeding captive 
car, hut none took effect. 


Sheriff Johnson sped on to Bemidji 
and placed Portano in jail at mid­ 
night. 


Farm er Gray's Ruse 


To a farm er named Gray, living 
three miles north of Kelliher, goes 
the credit for P o rta n o ’s capture. 


The killer appeared at his farm 
about S:30 last night and asked for 
food.
